Wm. N. O’Neil & Co. Purchase 
Yates Street Block 

Alterations Are Planned For 
Firm’s Use 

An important property deal has 
just been put through by the real 
estato firm of P. R. Brown & Sons, 
involving tho purchase by Wm. N. 
O'Neil & Co., the well-known firm of 
glass merchants, of the two-story 
brick building at the southwest cor¬ 
ner ’ of Yates and I.angley Streets. 
The purchase price wan in tho 
neighborhood of J15.000. The build¬ 
ing, in the old days, was occupied by 
John Piercy, and the present tenants 
are H. W. Davies & Sons, auctioneers. 
Will Alter Building. 

Wm. N. O’Neil & Co. propose to 
make extensive alterations with the 
object of converting the building into 
a modern structure, to be occupied by 
the firm. At present the firm has 
modern premises in Vancouver, the 
local warehouse being located on 
I-adysmith Street. C. Rlach is the 
local manager. 

The firm has been contemplating 
for some time past tho acquisition of 
more central premises to cope with 
its increasing business in Victoria 
and throughout the Island. 

The Wm. N. O’Neil Co. will, im¬ 
mediately the present tenants vacate 
the building, institute extensive re¬ 
modeling alterations to the Yates 
Street block to be utilized as show¬ 
rooms, factory and warehouse. Ten¬ 
ders will shortly be invited for the 
contemplated alterations. The front 
of the building will be of tile and 
will have a most attractive appear¬ 
ance. The mirror and art glass de¬ 
partments and t lie beveling and 
silvering plant, as well as modernly 
equipped showrooms will have a 
place in the new building, and 
special attention will be given to the 
decorative scheme for the show¬ 
rooms. Manager Riach expects the 
company to be installed in the re¬ 
modeled central premises within two 
months.

BUILDING APPEALS 

City Powerless Unless Assess¬ 
ment Appeals Filed 

Court Makes Some Changes 
in Land Assessments 

No changes will be made by the 
City Court of Revision in City Asses¬ 
sor William Scowcroft’s assessment 
of improvements here unless owners 
of improvements filed appeals against 
the assessment on the proper date 
ten days ago. 

This developed to-day when the 
Court of Revision commenced its 
sittings and found that it had no 
power to listen to protests from im¬ 
provement owners unless appeals 
against the Assessor’s figures had 
been received on the day fixed by 
law. The Court can consider ineqih^l- 
itiea in the assessment even if no 
appeals have been filed. It will be 
impossible, however, to decide what 
ure inequalities in building assess¬ 
ments, it was explained after the 
adjournment of the Court about one 
o’clock. In other words, improve¬ 
ment assessments will remain as 
fixed by the Assessor unless owners 
have filed appeals. 

Wanted to Ajd Owners. 

It has been the plan of the aider- 
men to give owners an opportunity 
to appeal against improvement 
assessments even if they had neglect¬ 
ed to file formal appeals. This 
course had been decided upon be¬ 
cause a new movement, sponsored by 
Alderman Joseph Patrick and having 
for Its object the levy of an improve¬ 
ment tax here, got under way a few 
days ago. In the past owners have 
not bothered much about Improve¬ 
ment assessments as no taxes*have 
been levied on improvements. tfn 
view pf the possible levy of an im¬ 
provement tax. the aldermen thought 
it only fair to allow owners, who had 
not bothered about the matter in 
previous years, a chance to protect 
against their improvement assess¬ 
ments. This, it was found to-day, 
will be impossible. 

Some twenty appeals against kind 
assessments were considered by the 
Court of Revision to-day and some 
changes made in the figures fixed 
by Mr. Scowcroft. Twenty-five per 
cent of the total assessment was 
wiped off lots on the south side of 
Belleville Street and reductions also 
were made in a few other cases.

B. C. Electric Declares Warn¬ 
ings Against Federal Char¬ 
ter Misleading 

Good reasons why the city should 
not fight the application of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany for a Federal charter will be 
advanced by representatives of the 
company when they meet the civic 
Legislative Committee during tho 
next few days, it was made known at 
the City Hall to-day. 

The company considers that the 
warnings which the city has received 
from the Union of British Columbia 
j Municipalities concerning the pro- 
I». sed Federal charter are exaggerated 
and misleading. It. is declared tha» 
the statements of F. A. McDiarmid, 
Parliamentary agent of tho Union, 
In this connection are most unfair. 
What the company considers the real 
, eta of the matter will be thor¬ 
oughly explained to members of the 
Legislative Committee when they 
meet company representatives. 

It was thought at the City Hall to¬ 
day that the forthcoming conference 
with the Company might make it 
possible to avoid the proposed fight 
against the Federal charter at Ot¬ 
tawa. If tho Company can convince 
the city that a Federal charter 
would not prejudice the city’s in¬ 
terests. and rob oL.it of all control 
over street car operations it is con¬ 
sidered probable that the city will 
not oppose the Company’s applica¬ 
tion to Parliament. The city Is 
anxious to avoid the expense of a 
fight over the charter plan If pos¬ 
sible. 

DRAIN PROBLEMS IN MANITOBA 

Winnipeg. Feb. 8.—Until farmers 
in districts where soil drifting is pre¬ 
valent will abandon wheat growing to 
the xclusion of mixed farming, the 
task of keeping drains open will he 
almost impossible, and as a means of 
forcing a change in methods farmers 
should be charged with the expense 
of such repair work. H. A. Bowman, 
head of the reclamation department 
of the Provincial Government, states 
in a statement presented to the Min¬ 
ister of Public Works.

Los Angeles Police Complain 
of Hindrance 

Letters and Handkerchief 
Among Things Missing 

Los Angeles. Feb. 8.—Indications 
that powerful influences in the mo¬ 
tion picture world were endeavoring 
to direct the inquiry about'the mur¬ 
der of William Desmond Taylor into 
certain lines and to prevent its ex¬ 
tension in other directions were re¬ 
ported to-day by officers employed 
on the case. Taylor was shot and 
instantly killed here last Wednesday. 
The officers snid to-.day that ever 
since their, investigation got under 
way they had been meeting unex¬ 
pected obstacles and that these were 
growing more evident day by day. 

Letters. 

Included in these obstacles was the 
disappearance of bQp of evidence, In¬ 
cluding letters written to Mr. Taylor 
by Mary Miles Minter and Mabel 
Normand. and whic{i were believed 
to have been in his home when he 
was shot. These letters were gone 
immediately after the shooting and 
reports yesterday were that they had 
been returned to tho writers by some 
unofficial agency. Miss Normand 
denied that she had received her let¬ 
ters. Miss Minter was in seclusion, 
her residence guarded by detectives, 
but a denial was Issued for her also. 

Handkerchief. 

Another disappearing clue was a 
handkerchief initialed ”8.’* but which 
the police did not believe was the 
property of Edward F. Sands, former 
houseman, now sought in connection 
with the case. The police said they 
believed this handkerchief belonged 
to a motion picture producer, and 
they wanted it so they would have 
something tangible with which to 
confront him as a basis for interro¬ 
gation. 

Publicity. 

Former effort* to end the wide 
publicity given the case and those 
connected with it were also intensi¬ 
fied yesterday, representatives of 
Miss Minter seeking to prevent pub¬ 
lication of many things. 

The disappearance from Taylor's 
home of a woman's pink silk night 
dress, which was said by Henry 
Peavey, houseman, to have been kept 
there, was anotker item in the list 
of occurrences deterrent to the in¬ 
vestigation and vigorous efforts were 
being made to find out what became 
of it. 

The police announced that they 
proposed to‘limit the news given out 
by them in future. 

Los Angeles, Feb. 8.—The where¬ 
about* of Mabel Normand’s and Mary 
Miles Winter’s letters to William Des¬ 
mond Taylor, murdered film director;

Vancouver Board of Trade 
Sends Men 

Vancouver, Feb. 8.—"We realize tho 
Importance of our mission and will 
do our best to discharge our duty to 
our fellow-citizens of British Co¬ 
lumbia.” 

This was the brief acknowledgment 
made last night by President J. 1*. 
D. Malkin to the hearty expression 
of "godspeed” from tho Vancouver 
Board of Trade to the delegation 
which, on Thursday, will entrain for 
Ottawa to press British Columbia's 
claim for equalized freight rates, for 
development of Vancouver harbor and 
for other measures necessary to the 
growth of tho industrial life of this 
community. 

Interprovincial Trade. 

"We do not know what success we 
shall have in our objective," said G. 
G. McGoer, K.C., Government counsel 
in the freight rate case, "but we do 
know that the message tho business 
men of Vancouver take to the busi¬ 
ness men of the East is bound to have 
a good effect and to bring appre¬ 
ciably nearer the day when Eastern 
Canada will realize the vital neces¬ 
sity to the whole Dominion of de¬ 
veloping Interprovincial trade in the 
West and of opening up our gateway 
of commerce on the Pacific." 

The Board's meeting room was 
crowded in recognition of the import¬ 
ance of the occasion and tho depu¬ 
tation was armed with a series of 
memorials pressing upon the Gov¬ 
ernment measures deemed necessary 
for the proper development and ex¬ 
pansion of British Columbia industry.

"He speaks of the ‘careful pastor* 
and 'his knowledge of its effect (the 
effects of the modern dance .as 
known by him,’ but the fact is there 
are a great many pastors who don’t 
know life—-they only know books. 

"There are numbers of men and 
women who danco the modern dance 
who are Just os pure and who have 
just as high ideals as the people who 
keep harping about it." 


Legislation Regarding Em¬ 
ployment Is Ultra Vires 

Decision Made by Canadian 
Supreme Court 

Tbe Legislature of British Colum¬ 
bia has not the power to enforce 
legislation providing that "in all con¬ 
tracts, leases and concessions of 
whatsoever kind entered into, issued 
or made by the Government, or on 
behalf of the Government, provision 
be made that no Chinese or Japanese 
shall be employed in connection 
therewith." 

Judgment Yesterday. 

The judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Canada declaring that the 
British Columbia Statute of 1921 re- j 
garding Oriental labor was ultra 
vires was given yesterday. Chief 
Justice Sir Louis Davies wrote the 
Judgment, which w’as handed down 
in Ottawa. 

The Canadian Press representative 
in Ottawa erroneously reported the 
judgment yesterday afternoon, say¬ 
ing the Supreme Court had declared 
the Legislature of British Columbia 
had power to make the regulations 
regarding Orientals. 

In the dispatch the questions sub¬ 
mitted to the Supreme Court were 
wrongly reported. 

Questions. 

The questions before the Court 
were: 

1. ^lad the Legislature of British 
Coluthbia authority to enact Chapter 
49 of its statutes of 1921, entitled "An 
Act to validate and confirm certain 
Orders-ln-Council and provisions re¬ 
lating to the employment of persons 
on Crown property?” 

2. If the said Act be, in the opin¬ 
ion of the Court, ultra vires in part 
only, then in what particular is it 
ultra vires? 

In the judgment. Sir Louis Davies, 
said that the Orders-in-Council which 
are scheduled to the Act in question, 
and nre attempted to be validated 
thereby, provide that "in all con¬ 
tracts, leases and concessions of 
whatsoever kind entered into, issued 
or made by the Government, or on 
behalf of the Government, provision 
be madp that no Chinese or Japanese 
shall he employed in connection 
therewith." 

Beyond Power. 

"This legislation is ultra vires the 
Provincial Legislature," said Sir 
Louis. 

"(1) Because by Section 9t of the 
British North America Act, 1867, it is 
within the exclusive legislative 
authority of the Dominion, notwith¬ 
standing anything in that Act, to 
make laws ‘for the peace, order and 
good government of Canada’ with re¬ 
lation to any matters coming within 
the classes of subjects described in 
Sub-Section 25 of Section 91 as 
'naturalization of aliens.’ ” 

He goes on to state that this pro¬ 
vision of the British North America 
Act was construed by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council with 
relation to British Columbia legisla¬ 
tion affecting Chinese and Japanese 
in two earlier appeals. 

Conflicts. 

"The legislation in question con¬ 
flicts with the Japanese Treaty Act 
of 1913, of the Dominion of Canada,” 
he continued. "By this Act it is de¬ 
clared that the Japanese Treaty of 
April 3, 1911, set forth in the sched¬ 
ule of the Act, ’is hereby sanctioned 
and declared to have the force of 
law in Canada,’ with the exception 
of two Provinces, neither of which 
is pertinent in any way to the ques¬ 
tion now before us." 

The Chief Justice said that the 
Province "attempts to discriminate 
and to put the Japanese on a footing 
lees favorable than that of the sub¬ 
jects of the most favored nation." 

"This is contrary to the obligations 
of the treaty.” he said, "and is in 
direct conflict with the Dominion 
Statute, which must prevail under the 
powers conferred by Section 132 of 
the British North America Act.

Boats: Fishermen engaged in fish¬ 
ing from boats who are entitled to 
receive bounty shall be paid 35.30 
each and the owners of said boats 31 
per boat.

Children Should Be Examined, 
Says Chicago Judge 

Special Teaching For Those 
Not Normal 

Chicago, Feb. 8.—Chief Justice 
Harry Olson of the Municipal Court 
here, in a statement made public to¬ 
day, asserted that twelve out of 
twenty men hanged in Chicago last 
year had given advance notice that 
they were killers. 

"The records of the Court’s psycho¬ 
pathic laboratory show each one of 
them had been examined before he 
committed murder. Every one was 
found to be sub-normal and crimin¬ 
ally. Inclined. 

"Nothing has been done to prevent 
others of their type from killing. 

"We must examine our school child¬ 
ren and set aside those who are not 
normal. These must be given special 
teaching and watched constantly so 
that unless they change before they 
become adults we can take proper 
steps to protect society."

8.—The contract for 
tho construction of an icebreaker 
awarded to tho Canadian Vickers, 
Ltd., In November last, and signed 
by the Minister of Marine and Fish¬ 
eries on December 14, 1921, has been 
ordered cancelled, and the Govern¬ 
ment, it is stated by officials of the 
Marine and Fisheries Department, 
will thereby save over $ 1 , 000,000 in¬ 
stead of constructing tho new vessel.

The two questions plainly arc 
very different in construction. 
But in view of the decision of the 
Court that the British Columbia 
.Statute of 1921 was ultra vires 
of our legislature because it was 
in conflict with the Act of the 
Dominion Parliament, bringing 
the Treaty of Japan into force 
in Canada, it would seem to a lay¬ 
man that the outoom’e would 
not have been different if the 
Court had to answer the ques¬ 
tion which was erroneously 
stated to have been before it. 

The Japanese Treaty Act ac¬ 
cording to the decision certainly 
clearly affects the legislative jur¬ 
isdiction or powers of the Prov¬ 
ince in this particular respect. 
Article One of the Treaty with 
Japan provides that the subjects 
of each of the high contracting 
powers shall have full liberty to 
enter, travel and reside in the 
territories of the other, and.be 
placed in all • that pertains 
to travel and residence on the. 
same footing as native subjects. 
The effect of this provision, how¬ 
ever, iu its relation to travel, 
is modified by what is 
known the “gentleman's 

agreement” between Canada and 
Japan by which immigration to 
the Dominion from the Island 
Empire is limited to 400 a year; 
but this is apart .from the 
Treaty ns ratified in London and 
Tokio, which Canada had to 
adopt as it stood or leave alone.

Why Vancouver Island fruit grow¬ 
ers are in a better position this year 
than 


before to market their 
crops was explained to the Chamber 
of Commerce committee which is in¬ 
vestigating the agricultural needs of 
the Island by Thomas Walker last 
night. The growers this year will 
enjoy the advantage of facilities that 
will prevent a recurrence of the mar¬ 
ket slump of last year, Mr. Walker 
declared. Establishing of a pre¬ 
cooling plant was contemplated, he 
said, and added that growers would 
ho able to sell their surplus berries 
to several jam factories, notably to 
those operated by Beach and Bakins, i 
the laiurel Canners and the Empress 1 
Jam Manufacturing Company. 

“The growers will not have the 
advantage which they had three 
years ago, when they were abb* to 
receive payments on shipments as 
soon as the cars were loaded,” Mr. 
Walker went on. "The banks closed 
down on that arrangement, hut the 
farmers have the consolation of 
knowing that tho demand for jam 
berries will bo on a sounder basis, 
and the cost of processing, which 
worked such hardship on growers 
during the last two- years, will be 
largely eliminated. 

Eliminate Chinese Peddler. 

“What Victoria needs is the elim- 
inatibn of the Chinese peddler and 
the broadening of the Public Mar¬ 
ket facilities so that ull produce, that 
grown by Orientals as well as by 
whites, may !>*• placed on sale under 
one cover.” Mr. Walker declared when 
the committee discussed the ques¬ 
tion of Oriental competition. “If 
that plan were carried out I guaran¬ 
tee that the white man won hi come 
•H on top in five years. It would 
simply leave the issue to the con¬ 
suming public. I am satislled that 
there are men living on farms near 
Victoria who can grow stuff as cheap¬ 
ly as Orientals, it -depends a great 
deal on whut goes into the soil/' 

Improve Market Facilities. 

The committee recognized the im¬ 
portance nf improving the market¬ 
ing facilities for Island-grown pro¬ 
duce. Efforts may be made to re¬ 
vive interest in the plan to effect a 
reciprocal arrangement between the 
Governments of British ('olumhiu and 
the prairie Provinces whereby Prairie 
officials would co-operate in market¬ 
ing the farm products of British 
Columbia while British Columbia: 
ageiits would assist in selling Prairie 
produce on the Coast. 

Broaden Investigations. 

The Chamber of Commerce Com- 1 
mittec decided to broaden the scope 
of its development programme so 
that the whole Southern portion of 
the Island, instead of the Haanlch 
Peninsula alone, may he considered.

Quarrel Reported. 

A quarrel between Taylor and 
Mabel Normand was told of by H. 
Fellows, chauffeur for Taylor, ac¬ 
cording to The Los Angeles Exam¬ 
iner to-day. 

"I was driving Mr. Taylor and Mias 
Normand from the Ambassador 
Hotel, where they had attended a, 
New Year’s Eve party to her home," 
Fellows is reported to have said. “On 
the way they had a quarrel. I 
don’t know what it was about, but 
both were very m#ch excited. Mr. 
Taylor took Miss Normand home, 
and then returned to his apArtment. 
Upon arriving there he broke down 
and wept. On the following morning • 
he did up some Jewelry in a package 
and took it to Miss Normand at her 
home.” 

Harry Peavey, negro houseman for 
Taylof, who found the slain director's 
body, confirmed Fellows' statements. 

Fellows said that Taylor and Miss 
Normand were "very affectionate." 

Telephoned. 

Fellows left Taylor’s house at 4.36 
o'clock last Wednesday afternoon, on 
the night of which day Taylor was 
slain. He was Instructed to be sure 
and telephone at 7.30 o'clock, he said. 
He said that he telephoned from A 
girl’s house at 7.55 o’clock, and therft 
being no answer from Taylor's boms, 
he went there. He reached the 
Taylor place at 8.15 o’clock, and rang 
the bell and knocked at the door. 
There was no response, so he put the 
car up and went home. 

"I am satisfied that I am the man 
Mrs. Douglas Maclean saw standing 
on the porch and leaving the house," 
Fellows said. “I wore a cap and 
overcoat.” 

Miss Normand has Informed the 
police that she left Taylor between 
7.80 and 7.45 o’clock, and with Fel¬ 
lows telephoning at 7.6S It is indi¬ 
cated that the murder was com¬ 
mitted some time between 7.80 and 
7.55 o'clock.
